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Applicant's response, filed on 2/1 8/201 0, does not place the application in condition for allowance because of the following reasons: 
Greenlee et. al. teaches that the combination of an adenosine receptor antagonist and a selective serotonin reuptake inhibitor such as 
fluoxetine is beneficial for treating depression, while Shimada et. al. teaches that the adenosine receptor antagonist, (E)-8-(3,4- 
dimethoxystyryl)-1 ,3-diethyl-7-methyl-3,7-dihydro-1 H-purine-2,6-dione is beneficial for treating depression. Therefore, one of ordinary skill in 
the art would have been motivated to combine the adenosine receptor antagonist taught by Shimada et. al. with fluoxetine, with the 
expectation of success. The Applicants' have amended the claims to include specific dosage ranges, and have submitted a Declaration 
which shows a synergistic combination with (E)-8-(3,4-dimethoxystyryl)-1,3-diethyl-7-methyl-3,7-dihydro-1H-purine-2,6-dione and the 
selective serotonin reuptake inhibitors, paroxetine hydrochloride hydrate and fluoxetine hydrochloride. However, these results are still not 
commensurate in scope with the claims, as the claims are drawn to a combination of (E)-8-(3,4-dimethoxystyryl)-1,3-diethyl-7-methyl-3,7- 
dihydro-1H-purine-2,6-dione and any selective serotonin reuptake inhibitor, and not just paroxetine and fluoxetine. Additionally, the 
Applicants have shown synergistic data regarding only two different dosages of (E)-8-(3,4-dimethoxystyryl)-1,3-diethyl-7-methyl-3,7-dihydro- 
1H-purine-2,6-dione with paroxetine and fluoxetine; the claims are drawn to a much broader concentration range. As Applicants have not 
demonstrated synergy for the broader dosage range as claimed, the claims are not fully commensurate in scope with the data provided. As 
such, the rejection under 35 USC 103(a) was proper and is maintained, for reasons of record. 
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
